$1,300, and Hon, “Hugh Allen, also a 
recent entry into the cabinet, was

treasurer and watchdog of the treas- 
ary, picked an all-American car for 
himself. It sells for $1,400 in Bd- 
moniton.

Deal Unfair 


Because they deem the methods ad- 
ebted by the Alberta government in 
Wieposal of cattle from dry areas un- 
fair to other produders, Canadian rail- 
way companies will not reduce rates, 
according to information received 
here, ‘ : 

As outlined in the plan of the pro- 
vincial department ‘of agriculture, ‘the 
cattle will be shipped by farmers in 
dry areas to stockyards at Calgary 
and Edmonton, where government 
buyers will turn them over for sale to 
commission houses, This method will 
place the cattle in the direct compet- 
etive market with cattle produced by 
farmers and ranchers not affected by 
adverse conditions. 

In Manitoba and Saskatchewan, 
where freight rates are reduced ky 
50 per cent., the cattle are delivered 
direct to packing ‘houses and tthe 
products converted to market chan- 
nels outside of the United Kingdom 
so they do not compete with normal 
production, railway officials stated. 
This arrangement did not hurt the 
farmers from unaffected districts and 
the railwaye were willing to co-oper- 
ate with the governments as 4 result.

Little Journeys In Science 


CORN PRODUCTS 
(By Gordon H. Guest, M.A.) 


Corn, which grows abundantly on 
this continent and in the West Indies, 
is perhaps one of the most widely 
used grains. Apart from being a 
common food in the form of meal or 
cereals, the kernel when opened, is 
found to have three parts: the out- 
side, or husk, the small oily germ, 
and the mass of white material. which 
is mostly starch. 

One bushel of corn gives approxi- 
mately one pound of oil which is re- 
fined and sold as a vegetable fat for 
cooking. The less refined grades are 
utilized for soap making or for the 
production of glycerine and nitro- 
glycerine. 

Starch from the corn is made into 
corn starch, for cooking, and into 
laundry starch. 

Another important use of this 
grain is in making corn syrup which 
is a widely used product. Corn syrup 
is made by converting the starch in 
the corn into a sugar, known as glu- 
cose, through treating it with acid in 
large pressure tanks under fifty 
pounds of steam. This treatment 
changes the starch into the thick 
sweet substance which we know as 
corn syrup. , 

From corn also is extracted a type 
of gum, which is used in place of 
rubber to some extent. “Red rub- 
ber” erasers and sponges may be 
made from this substance. It is also 
used in the manufacture of rubber 
soles for shoes. 

Outer husks of the corn and some 
residue of the oil products are made 
into cattle food, adding still another 
to the many products of this com- 
mon grain.

The Fear Of Lightning 


Is Out Of All Proportion To Number 
It Kills 
Fear of lightning is out of all pro- 


portion to the number of people kill- 
ed®by it. Automobiles kill thousands 
of persons to every one killed by 
lightning. Slipping in the bathtub 


leads to,fatal resulta hundreds of 


times more frequently than being 
hit by a lightning bolt, ‘ 


If you see the flash of lightning 
it will never hurt you. If it hits you, 
you will never know it. This is the 
philosophy of Charles L. G. Fortescue, 
research engineer of the Westing- 
house Electric laboratories, who has 
been playing for.years with natural 
as well as artificial lightning to 
study its observations. Here are some 
of his observations and some. of his 
advice. 

Houses in large cities, particularly 
in business sections, are, for some 
unexplained reason, seldom hit by 
lightning. 

If you are playing golf and a 
thunderstorm comes up, don’t try to 
finish your game—head for the club- 
house, 

It is no more dangerous to carry 
steel golf clubs than wooden ones in 
a storm, 

Don’t seek shelter under an isolat- 
od tree in an open space. A dense 
woods or forest is reasonably safe. 

The safest kind of a building is a 
steel building. Houses in the country 
should be protected. Lightning rods 
are effective. 

It is not dangerous to sit in a draft 
or near an open window during a 
lightning storm. Lightning will not 
come_in a window or door. Its best 
chance of reaching indoors is hy way

_ “The motion of the earth .on its 
axis, giving day and night, and that 
in its orbit, producing the march of 
the seasons, are common évery-Jay 
experiences,” said Dr. Sanford, 
astronomer of the Carnegie Institu- 
tion’s Mount Wilson Observatory, 

“Not so obvious is the motion of 
the earth as an attendant of the sun 
as it moves among the other stars, 
and even less so the motions on a 
grand scale of the sun and its neigh- 
bors in colossal orbits about the 
centre of our galaxy, or the Milky 
Way star system. ‘ 

“A recent test of both these mo- 
tions has been afforded by the Mount 
Wilson velocities in the line of sight 
of 146 cool, red stars which are scat- 
tered about the sun at distances 
which average about twe thousand 
light years (12,000,000,000,000,000 
miles). 

“The analysis of these confirm the 
motion of the sun as previously de- 
termined, showing a speed of twelve 
miles a second toward the constella- 
tion of Lyra, and give fair evidence 
that these stars revoive around the 
galatic centre in Sagittarius, with 
those which are closer doing so the 
more rapidly. 

“We humans are therefore moving 
through space by a complication of 
motions consisting of those about the 
earth's axis and orbit, with the sun 
among the stars and with the sun 
about the galaxy—to say nothing of 
what may be that of the galaxy as 
a whole:”’ * 

In support of this fifth motion, 
Dr. Sanford and other astronomers 
at the Mount Wilson Observatory 
have observed other great star sys- 
tems far ®ut in space moving rapidly 
away from the Milky Way system, 
the more distant the star system, or 
nebula, the greater its apparent mo- 
tion. 

The astronomers take it for grant- 
ed that if an observer were on one 
of these nebulae, the Milky Way sys- 
tem would appear to be moving away 
from it.

Mr. Evans referred to the Roose- 
veltian new deal and the acute con- 
troversy it has aroused among Amer- 
jeans, He said some regarded the 
new deal as making for prosperity, 
while others condemned it as uncon- 
stitutional, un-American and a bar- 
rier to recovery.

Speaking of the reputation of the 
legal profession in the nited States, 
Mr. Evans said the public seemingly 
lacked confidence in lawyers. Society, 
he said, had latterly. failed lament- 
ably ig the duty of protecting life 
and property, but did not look to *he 
lawyers for leadership in the sup- 
pression of crime. “A_ thoroughly- 
aroused public,” he said, “has already 
condemned the profession and de- 
mands punishment. . This condemna- 
tion is most indiscriminate, all-inclu- 
sive and cruelly unjust when applied, 
as it often is, to lawyers as a class.” 

Mr. Evans referred to “lawyer 
criminals’’—who he 3aid formed per- 
haps one-half of one per cent. of tho 
profession—as arch-enemies of s0- 
ciety. The lawyer criminal, he ‘said, 
is “an offensive creature usually 
found in the large centres of popu- 
lation who advises clients how to 
commit crime with the minimum of 
risk of detection, arrest, prosecution 
and punishment.” The small min- 
ority of lawyers in this class, Mr. 
Evans said, had given the whole 
American bar a bad reputation.

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Uniform Price System Advocated — 


Introduction of a uniform price system throughout Canada as a means 
of distributing whatever benefits result from protective tariffs and of equal- 
izing production costs, was advocated by J. D. McKenna, St. John, N.B., 
publisher, in a recent submission to the royal commission investigating 
~ Nova Scotia's economic situation. 


Urging equalization of wholesale prices of all protected goods manufac- 
tured in this country, Mr. McKenna contended that Montreal and Toronto 
virtually monopolized whatever benefits resulted from protective tariffs. 
Righty-five per cent. of manufactured goods came out of Ontario and Que- 
bec, he said, and, because costs of the finished articles included all the taxes 
imposed by governments, provincial and federal, it followed that people of 
other provinces purchasing those goods, had to “pay not only their own 
taxes but theirs as well—and that comes to a pile of monty.” ; 


His scheme to equalize costs’ and to standardize prices throughout the 
country, involves absorption by manufacturers of freight charges, a process 
with which many in Western Canada would be ‘prone to agree. This, Mr. 
McKenna claimed, would permit manufacturers to place their products on 
the market at a uniform price—the same in Halifax, Regina and Vancouver 

_ as in Toronto and Montreal. Press despatches note that at the close of his 
presentation, Mr. McKenna was coniplimented by Prof. John Harry Jones, 
of Leeds University, England, who, noted as an economist, is chairnian of 

. the commission. 

The contentions and proposals of Mr. McKenna are by no means new to 
Western Canada. Least of all are they néw to a certain small group of 
Saskatchewan economic students which, for two years or more, has quietly 
been conducting inquiries along similar lines, with a view eventually of 
sponsoring a plan which might be adopted as a “Western Policy’. This 
group. has concentrated its attention upon the price structure, seeking to 
determine what inequities exist with it, noting more particularly the effects 
upon it and upon the purchasing pcwer of the prairie provinces of freight, 
tariff and taxation costs: 

The former favorable disparity in wage and salary scales as between 
Western and Eastern Canada having disappeared under stress of economic 
conditions, or being noticeable only in reverse, the Saskatchewan group has 
been seeking something to compensate the loss. Though prices of manufac- 
tured goods had fallen, the drop was commensurate with the drop in prices 
of farm products, and seemed to be determined largely by the reduced pur- 
chasing power of consumers in the West. Somewhere within this price 
structure, it was felt, lay certain factors which, if equalized or removed, 
would effect much-needed adjustments. Hence came the attack upon prices. 

The Saskatchewan group has Jaid stress on the fact that, while freights 
and tariffs have increased farmers’ production costs, they have received no 
compensation from manufacturers of consumers’ goods, nor have the ad- 
vantages accruing to the industrialized areas been distributed as, it was 
thought, they should be. From this it was argued that, as consumers, 
prairie farmers were encouraging a system which tended to centralize in- 
dustry in the Toronto and Montreal areas, which areas derived direct bene- 
fits from local taxes payable by the industries and from circulation of the 
payrolls of such industries. This system, it was contended, placed -the 
West under toll both at home and in the East. 

It was felt, therefore, that, inasmuch as these advantages were accord- 
ed the manufacturing areas of the East, there should be some compensatory 
factor, some method of distributing benefits, to all parts of Canada in the 
price structure. That is to say, while goods might cost a little more in the 
area of their manufacture, they would cost a little less in the area of their 
consumption. And inasmuch as the principle already is applied in the case 
‘of nationally-priced products, the proposition at first sight appears fair and 
just. The West will watch eastern reactions to the proposal made by Mr. 
McKenna, with considerable interest.

On the outside and back of the 
eyeball is a fibro-muscular covering 
which controls the movements of the 
eye and keeps the eyeball in shape. 

From the outer edge of the fibro- 
muscular coating to the area uncer 
the bulging retina was a distance of 
oné-eighth inch. A _ tiny fraction 
would be pierced, endangering bath 
sight and loss of vitreous, the jelly- 
like substance that keeps the eye 
round. 

Twenty platinum needles, each 
one-eighth of an inch long, each 
with a silk thread in one end, were 
placed nearby. 

Clamping the first with an instru- 
ment which brought electricity to 
the needle until it was hot, the sur- 
geon inserted the fiery point into the 
small area.

Great Britain Nets Millions From 
Succession Duties

says: “In no country are the suc- | 
cession duties so high as in Great; 
Britain, where, if the estates are 
large enough, the Chancellor of the 
Exchequer confiscates almost the | 
lion’s share of the amount. The!

1927, leaving an estate valued, in dol- 
lars, at 20,000,000. The death duties 
amounted to $8,000,000. In 1932, his 
widow died, her estate probating at 
just over $7,000,000. Of that amount 
the Treasury garnered exactly $3,- 
000,000. This year the second Lord 
Cowdray passed away leaving about 
$2,500,000, and the duties were 
around $750,000.

Hay promises to be one of the 
most expensive commodities in Can- 
ada this year. From almost every 
part of the Dominion there are in- 
quiries as to where there is a supply 
of this fodder for cattle and the Do- 
minion government is concerned over 
the prospect of mounting prices and 
the ‘operations of speculators who 
have already shown activities in an 
effort to corner the supply.

France Wants Racial And Religious | 

Rights Respected In Saar Valley | 

France declared to the League of | 
Nations that her sons and daughters | 
in the Saar Basin must be respected | 
after the plebiscite, Jan. 13. | 

A memorandum submitted to the 
League of Nations demanded the 
racial and religious rights of all Saar 
residents be respected, no matter how 
the Saarlanders vote in the plebiscite. 

Saar residents may decide to cone | 
tinue the present League of Nations 
mandate, rejoin Germany or unite 
with France. 

Tacitly admitting the possibility 
the region would go to Germany, 
France nevertheless said ‘“‘the French 
government is ready to declare that, 
in case of union with France of all 
or part of the Séar Basin, all its in- 
habitants will be equal before the 
law.” ; 

“They will have full and entire 
protection of their lives and liberties 
and will enjoy without distinction as 
to language, race or religion, the 
same civil and political rights as all 
French citizens. 

“France wishes that a clause of 
this kind be inscribed in all eventu- 
alities in the decisions the council (of 
the league) will make.”

SAILING VESSELS 
MAY COME BACK 


Recent happenings in the marine 
world, such as the launching of ithe 
Queen Mary, the worki’s largest ocean 
liner representing the last word in 
mechanical power-enginearing, and 
the international yacht races, exhib- 
iting the foremost examples of speedy 
sailing craft, have attracted public 
attention to marine transportation 
generally. ' 

ach of these events may be a por- 
tent of the future. In the case of the 
Queen Mary, it means fewer, faster 
and, let us hope, safer trans-Atlantic 
liners. In the case of the Rainbow and 
Endeavor, marine engineers are now 
brushing up on air dynamics with an 
eye to the use of gail on ocean freight- 
ers. Interest in sailing vessels has 
brought initio the spotlight the . fact 
that a large part of Australia’s wheat 
¢rop is carried almost half-way round 
the world in modern sailing vessels 
and these have proved to be the only 
ones in this trade that have operated 
at a profit during the depression. 

Canada has a direct interest in the 


economic aspects of ocean freight 
transfer for ‘commodities such as 
wheat, coal, humber and iron ore 


where speed in delivery is not essen- 
tial. The present world situation with 
regard to ocean freighters is in a 
state af chaos and the British Gov- 
ernment is attempting something of 
a dole system for its marchant marine 
because many of the British 
freighters have become obsolete and

uneconomical, Tiherefore it is with- 
in the bounds of possibility that 
ocean ports may again be treated to 


the sight of sail after several gener- 
ations of steam and smoke.
